Washington, September 3.—Adminis- 
tration officials declared late tonight 
that both Nelson O'Shaughnessy, charge 
d'affaires of the American embassy at 
Mexico City, and John Lind, President 
Wilson's personal envoy at Vera Cruz, 
were in frequent communication with 
officials of the Huerta government 
concerning a new Dasis negotia- 
tions threugh which it hoped to 
bring about peace in Mexico.

Writ of Habeas Corpus and 
Thaw Loses His Refuge in 
the Jail at Sherbrooke.

BACK TO MATTEAWAN . 


Thaw Is Turned Over to Im: 
migration Officials Who 
Hurry Him to Coaticook

Coaticook, Quebec, September %.— 
Harry Kendall Thaw, pried out of the 
Sherbrooke jail on a writ of habeas 
corpus obtained by a coup of William 
Travers Jerome, enjoyed three minutes 
of liberty this afternoon and then was 
seized by the dominion immigration 
authorities and hustled by automo- 
bile to this little town, where tonight 
he paced the floor in the immigration 
detention room. 

Tomorrow morning a special board 
of inquiry will sit in his case and by 
night he may be thrust across the 
Vermont border as an undesirable 
alien. Itewas generally predicted to- 
night that before many hours Thaw 
would be back in Matteawan asylum. 
from which he escaped Sunday, Au- 
gust 17. 

The beginning of the end 
refuge in Canada came with  dra- 
matic swiftness. A writ of habeas 
corpus, sued out Jast Saturday at the 
direction of Jerome, with John Bou- 
dreau, ohief of police of this village, 
as petitioner, was sustained at 2:45 
o'clock this afternoon by Matthew 
Hutchinson, superior judge of the dis- 
trict of St. Francis, sitting in cham- 
bers at Sherbrooke. 

Thaw Stolid, Pallid, Numb. 

Stolid, pallied, numb, Thaw sat not 
five feet from the judge as he read the 
decision. When in the very last para- 
graph the court declared thim a free 
man, Thaw seemed to crumple up on 
the lounge where he sat. A celgar 
stump fell from his left hand and from 
his right hand fluttered two gay bits 
of ribbon a child had given him. 

But he did not rise. W. K. Me- 
Keown, of his counsel, leaned over 
and, patting him on the _ shoulder, 
whispered. Thaw raised his big. star- 
ing eyes and stood up. Immigration 
officers moved near him and then 
Thaw began slowly to move to the 
door. 

At the threshold Assistant Superin- 
tendent Robertson, of the immigration 
bureau. said simply: “Come with me, 
Mr. Thaw.” And without a word ex- 
cept a hoarse goodby to the reporters, 
Thaw obeyed. Five minutes fater 4 
gray roadster streaked away from the 
courthouse. In the back seat was 
Thaw. He had not even been given 
time to pack his scanty belongings 
and voluminous correspondence in his 
cell. In an hour he was here in Coati!- 
cook, guarded in the detention room 
by two stalwart dominion police. None 
but counsel was allowed to see him. 

The 2-mile trip over was without 
special incident. ‘Thaw expressed no 
surprise, evidenced no grief. Behind 
him trailed his defeated lawyers. ? 

Thaw’s Lawyers Discouraged. 

W. L. Shurtleff, the first of the 
Thaw lawyers to arrive, issued this 
statement. 

“If they have dpctors 
pronounce Thaw insane, 
formed they have, there 
hope of preventing his 
portation. I belleve:' if we could get 
the case into the courts, we could 
prove this immigration act unconstitu- 
tional on the ground that it is incon- 
sistent with the Ashburton treaty. But 
if the authorities at Ottawa are as 
determined to send Thaw back as thev 
seem to be, then I doubt they would 
pay any attention to any writ we 
might obtain.”

Thaw’s Jawvers contend that Judse 
Hutchinson has completely upset the 
heretofore accepted tntent of the writ 
of habeas corpus in sustaining a pe- 
tition made by one really antagonis- 
tie to the prisoner and acting without 
the prisoner’s consent. 

Decision of the Judge.

This, he con- 
tended, supported the position of 
Boudreau, who sought the 
Thaw. He then reviewed the desires 
of the attorney general, Sir Lomer 
Gouin, as expressed at the hearing 
yesterday by the attorney general’s 
representative, Aime Geoffrien. 

“The attorney general of this prov- 
ince,” he continued, “has stated that 
it is his desire that this case shall be 
disposed of as speedily as possible,

It had been generally understood 
that General Meldrim would be chosen 
President, but the nomination of for- 
mer President Taft complicated mat- 
ters 

First Ballot a Tie. 

On the first ballot, which was by 
states, Taft and Meldrim tied. On the 
second ballot one vote.changed to Mr. 
Taft and General Meldrim was de- 
feated. : 

The general feeling among memters 
of the bar association is that General 
Meldrim will be unanimously chosen to 
head the association next year. Gen- 
eral Meldrim is very popular’ with 
members of the association and they 
are determined to elect him as Mr, 
Taft's successor. 

General Meldrim has done much for 
the association and there is a general 
desire to see him elected president.

: Speech by Taft. 

Mr. Taft was the chief speaker this 
afternoon at a joint session of the sec- 
tion of legal education and the Associ- 
ation of American Law schools. 

Mr. Taft in his address made a 
strong plea for broader and more com- 
prehensive standards for admission to 
the bar. He denounced the practice 
of law solely as a means of livelihood 
apart from social and community as- 
pects of the profession. 

Papers were read at the bar assccta- 

tion symposium by William C. Hook, 
of Kansas, judge of the federal circuit 
court of appeals; Judge Charles Burke, 
of the Maryland court of appeals, and 
William A. Blount, of Pensacola, Fla. 
Judge Hook urged brevity and sim- 
plicity, saying: 
“It 1s a common remark that the 
ablest lawyers draft the most concise 
pleadings, submit the briefest briefs 
and make the shortest arguments.” 

Legal Procedure and Social Unrest. 

Judge Burke’s subject was “Legal 
Procedure and Social Unrest.” The 
struggle between capital and labor, he 
urged, was responsible for new condi- 
tions calling for new laws to govern 
them. 

“But no matter what statutes may 
be enacted with respect to legal pro- 
cedure, if counsel are not diligent in 
the preparation of the case for trial, 
or if one side or the other is bent 
upon delay, it is difficult for the judge 
to do much,” Judge Burke said. 

Mr. Blount declared that the task of 
remodeling pleading and practice de- 
volved upon the ‘“‘progressive conserva- 
tives” of the profession. 

“The goal,” he said, “is justice, and 
in large part, inexpensively ob- 
tained.”’ , 

Criminal Law and Criminology. 

The association after electing officers 
adjourned its business sessions pre- 
paratory to the last event of the con- 
vention, the banquet tonight. 

The members immediately went into 
joint meeting with the American Insti- 
tute of Criminal Law and Criminology, 
which called its fifth annual conven- 
tion to conclude with an informal din- 
ner tomorrow night., 

Orrin N. Carter, supreme court jus- 
tice of Illinois, the institute’s president, 
discussed problems of criminal law and 
criminology which need scientific study 
and investigation, he said, since a gen- 
eral spirit of unrest and criticism ex- 
ists. 

Justice Carter. in defense of the 
cOurts, said the matters for which they 
are often criticised are the faults of 
legislative enactment.

PLLAGRA PUZZLE 
TO THE SOENTISTS 


Little Known .of the Disease 
After Two Years of 
Research. 


; 


Spartanburg, S. C., September 3.— 
After two years of research Ly a@ corps 
of twenty scientists, the Thompson- 
McFadden Pellagra commission still is 
ignorant of the cause of the disease. 
This was announced today by Dr. Ward 
J. McNeal, of the New York Post- 
Graduate hospital, a member of the 
commission, at a conference here of 
southern physicians. 

Nearly two hundred physicians, stu- 
dents of the disease, were here for 
the conference. They came from near- 
ly every southern state. 

Sammary of Findings. 

Dr. McNeal summarized the commis- 
sion’s findings thus: 

“First, the supposition that the in- 
gestion of good or spoiled maize is the 
essential cause of pellagra is not sup- 
ported by our study. 

“Second, pellagra is in all probability 
a specific infectious disease communi- 
cable by means at present unknown. 

“Third; we have discovered no evi- 
dence incriminatin Luffalo gnats in 
the causation of pellagra. If it is dis- 
tributed by a blood-sucking insect, the 
stable fly would appear to be the most 
probable carrier. 

“Fourth; we are inclined to regard 
intimate association in the household 
and the contamination of food with the 
excretions of pellagrins as. possible 
modes of distribution of the disease. 

“Five: no specific cause of pellagra 
has been recognized,” 

Although none of the assembled phy- 
sicians was able to suggest a specific 
remedy for the disease, Dr. C. H. 
Lavinder, of the public health service, 
Savannah, Ga., declared: 

“If you remove a Pellagrin in the 
early. stages of the disease from the 
endemic locality of the disease, put 
him in better surroundings and give 
him plenty of good, nourishing food, 
regardless of treatment he will get 
well and stay well. In view of the 
high mortality of pellagra and the 
pessimistic feeling in regard to it this 
should be a comforting thought to us. 
It should also be comforting that pel- 
lagra is not directly transmissible from 
one person to another.” 

Insect Theory Dissemination. 

Dr. Louis W. Sambon, head of the 
School of Tropical medicine, London, 
also spoke. 

Dr. Sambon, who is chief exponent 
of the insect theory of dissemination, 
declared that pellagra is rapidly be- 
coming a subject of world-wide con- 
cern. Fifty-three cases, he said, had 
been discovered in the British Isles. 
Hundreds of others, he added, probably 
existed, but had been unidentified be- 
cause of the general ignorance of 
physicians in regard to the disease. 

Although extensive research work 
had convinced him, Dr. Sambon said, 
that pellagra is transmitted by an in- 
sect, he had reached no definite con- 
clusion as to the identity of the trans- 
mitting agent. He suggested that the 
Buffalo gnat seemed a likely suspect, 
drawing his inference from the fact 
that the disease spreads most rapidly 


along flowing streams.

DEPOSITS FOR CROPS 


Allege That Treasury Plan Will 
Benefit the Speculators and 
Not Producers. 


Salina, Kan., September 3.—The plan 
of the treasury department for placing 
money in various banks to aid in mov- 
ing crops was criticised severely at 
today’s session of the national conven- 
tion of the Farmers’ union and the 
convention adopted a report of the 
legislative cc'mmittee which declared 
‘it could not see a single benefit in 
the crop aid plan.” 

The report declared the result of the 
Plan would be that money would not 
be loaned to the farmer to enable him 
to market his crop gradually to meet 
demands of trade, but “would put more 
money into the hands cf speculators 
to buy crops from farmers forced to 
sell because they could not get money.” 

The administration currency bill also 
was criticised on the ground that it 
would force farmers to sell at har- 
vest time and that speculation would 
follow. 

The convention adopted resolutions 
asking congress not “to allow further 
appropriations for bulletin 


“appropriations for farmers’ interests.” 
A resclution urging a national mar- 
keting bureau was adopted. 
Speakers at the convention tonight 
said the amount of money the treasury 


banks over the country to aid in the 
moving of crops should be increased to 
$200,000,000 under conditions requiring 


to their correspondent banks in the 
rural sections at 4 per cent interest 
and rural banks to charge their cus- 
tomers 6 per cent for loans. 

It was suggested that the loans 
should be secured by agricultural 
products to be rated at 80 per cent of 
their actual value.

ODDS AND ENDS OF 
GEORGIANA. 


By Sam W. Small. 


Up in Michigan the other day I was read- 
ing an account of the progress of the lum- 
ber industry in this country. Among other 
curious facts stated by 
the author was one to 
the effect that the in- 
dustry really became a 
great productive factor 
when a Mr. Cox, of 
Georgia, invented the 
}circular saw, which is 
so great and indispensa- 
ble an instrument in 
fashioning the lumber 
of trade. That was a 
“new one” on me, and 
I presume will be to a 
great number of our 
readers. Cox invented 
sand patented his saw in 
1795, and it remains to 
this day practically as 
he originally designed 
it, after experimenting 
with a tin serrated disk operated with a 
string looped through two holes near the 
center, and after comparing his device with 
the shredding wheels in Eli Whitney’s re- 
cently-constructed cotton gin. The value 
of the circular saw in all forms of the 
lumber trade of the world is immense, as 
we all know.

Speaking of things circular recalls an- 
other curious fact—that the first amusement 
wheel of the fashion now known as the 
“Ferris Wheel” was built and used in At- 
lanta years before the civil war. 

In those days there was an Italian, whose 
peculiar name I cannot recall, who dealt in 
confections and ice cream for the sweet- 
toothed Atlantese. In the summer time he 
set up a refreshment booth at the old Wal- 
ton Spring, which then was the popular 
afternoon resort for the weary and the hot- 
coppered citizens of all degrees. This Ital- 
ian constructed his wheel of wood and iron, 
with revolving seats, exactly as the modern 
Ferris affairs are made. His motive power, 
a big band wheel, was worked by a stout 
negro man, sometimes by two men, and the 
machine was a great favorite with the young 
folks, who paid “a thrip” for a ride. Inci- 
dentally the machine also turned the ice 
cream freezer and Kept the good stuff frozen 
solid for all comers. With the coming of 
the war the son of Italy vanished, and the 
wheel fell into innocuous desuetude and soon 
vanished also—to reappear in its modern 
form at the World’s Fair in Chicago in 1893. 


Then again, mentioning a world’s fair 
brings to mind that the first American wom- 
an, so far as I know, who was regularly 
appointed as a government commissioner to 
a world’s exposition, was a Georgia-bred 
lady. She was the famous literary star, 
Madame Octavia Walton lLeVert, grand- 
daughter of George Walton, a signer for 
Georgta of the Declaration of Independence, 
and. subsequently governor of the state and 
a United States senator for a brief term, 
and after whom Walton county was named. 
Madame LeVert was. in 1855, living with 
mother in Mobile, Ala The governor of 
had been invited to name a com- 
missioner to the World's Industrial Expost- 
tion in Paris, set up by Napoleon III, who 
had become emperor in 1853, and thus de- 
signed to celebrate his accession to the 
throne of France. Not having an appropria- 
tion to pay such a commissioner, the gov- 
ernor gallantly tendered the honor. to 
Madame LeVert, who was already well- 
known in European literary and diplomatic 
circles. She accepted the mission, and her 
report upon her observations at the exposi- 
tion was graphic and illuminating. 

In her letters home from Paris she men- 
tions the courtly services rendered her there 
by ex-President Fillmore, then visiting 
abroad, and especially the attentions ac- 
corded by the late General Henry R. Jack- 
son, who was then our American minister 
to Austria. Those letters by Madame Le- 
Vert are well worth reading, even in this

The World’s Mysteries 


“MARSEILLAISE.” 


Who composed the popular French na- 
tional hymn, “La Marseillaise?”’ Its compo- 
sition is generally credited to Rouget de 
Lisle, a captain of engineers of the French 
army. Grove, in his “Dictionary of Music 
and Musicians,” supposed to be an authority 
on music, states he was the author of both 
words and music, and*‘that the hymn was 
written in a fit of enthusiasm during the 
night of April 24, 1792, and was given a pri- 
vate hearing the following day and was 
played at a review on the 29th. 

This statement has been questioned by 
various persons who asserted they knew 
whereof they were writing. Karl Blind, in 
an article in the “Nineteenth Century” maga- 
zine of a dozen years ago, says that the 
music was made in Germany, being a part 
of a mass composed in 1776 by Haltzmann, 
the Kapellmeister of the Elector of the 
Palatinate. 

Blind was called to account for this state- 
ment, but he defended himself by stating 
that there were a number of French writ- 
ers who have shown that Rouget de Lisle 
can scarcely be called the composer of the 
tune, and besides that not all the words are 
original with him. He also brings to the 
support of his claim an Icelandic scholar, 
Gudbrand Vigfusson, who showed that cor- 
responding words are to be found in Grison’s 
“Esther” oratorio and Racine's “Athalie.” 

Vigfusson says: “It is to Grison’s early 
composition that the tune of the “Mar- 
seillaise” has been ascribed by various 
French writers. When Fetls,. the director 
of the Conservatoire of Brussels, who had 
written against Rouget’s authorship, was 
threatened with a lawsuit by a nephew of 
de Lisle, he made a retraction so as to avoid 
unpleasantness at his great age, being at 
the time a. man of 80 and living as a for- 
eigner at Paris. His son, Edouard Fetis, 
however, at once took up the matter again. 
He declared that he was in possession of 
Grison’s oratorio, and could prove the case, 
whereupon Amedee de Lisle forthwith with- 
drew from the lawsuit. 

Following this threatenea rawsuit further 
investigation was instituted, and it was dis- 
covered that a German Christmas cantata, 


| written after the Grison oratorio, contained, 


in the main, the air of “La Marseillaise,” 
and it was so recognized by the German sol- 
diers when they first heard the French na- 
tional hymn. 

Was Rouget himself sure the music was 
original with him? The first Strausburg edi- 
tion of “The Marseillaise’—which was then 
called the “Battle Song of the Rhine Army,” 
does not bear Rouget’s name, as if he was 
not willing to claim something that did not 
belong to him. It is also pointed out as 
a case against him, that de Lisle remained 
strangely silent when many French writers 
pointed out that the “Marsefilaise” tune 
was attributed to other origins. 

Castil Blase, who had entered seriously 
into the controversy, declared that he had 
received the testimony as to a German can- 
ticle with a chorus refrain which became 
the basis of “The Marseillaise” tune, as hav- 
ing been sung in 1782 in the salon of Madame 
de Montesson. This information came from 
two persons who were present—namely, from 
Deslauriers, editor of the operas of Gluck, 
and from Imbault, the violinist. Why should 
so many French writers contend against 
Rouget’s authorship if they had no founda- 
tion for their contention? ° 

During this controversy an effort was 
made to show that the “Marselillaise’ was 
written in 17982 while Grison’s oratorio did 
not appear until the following year and that 
the latter had stolen the music of the former. 
The oratorio of “Esther” is not dated, but 
it is asserted that the opera was written 
while the composer was musical director of 
the Cathedral of Saint-Omer, which position 
he resigned in 1784. 

One of the first articles 
French national hymn appeared in the 
“Chronique de Paris” in August, 1792, in 
which only the words are credited to de 
Lisle. In the “Petites Affiches”’ of October: 
1792, Gossec is mentioned as the arranger of 
the music. 

The controversy as to the writing of “The 
Marseillaise,” like the English national an- 
them, “God Save the King,” and our own 
music to “The Star Spangled Banner,” has 
never been and probably never will be set- 
tled.

FARM READERS FOR 
RURAL CHILDREN 


Editor Constitution: Your interest in the 
subject of practical education has suggested 
to me that you might be interested in look- 
ing over Farm Life Readers, Books 4 and 65, 
and I am sending copies of these books to 
the office of The Constitution’today. You 
will observe from the table of contents that 
each book contains more than 100 pages of 
original articles relating to the home and 
farm, and co-ordinate with each of these, 
articles, selections of literature, in poetry 
or prose,.relating to the same subject. 

A great deal has been said and written 
in recent years about the importance of 
teaching children in school about the things 
in which they will be interested when they 
leave school and go out to make their way 
in the world. It has been justly asked, why 
not give the child instruction and informa- 
tion in school about the occupation or busi- 
ness in which he will engage, or what is 
often more to the point, in which he is 
already engaged. That is the line of your 
editorial today contrasting Germany’s sys- 
tem of vocational education with ours. 

In these books, which have been adopted 
for use in the schools of Alabama, there 
are lessons on “How to Plow,” “The Soil,” 
“Selecting Seed Corn,” “Live Stock on the 
Farm,” ““‘What Chickens to Raise,” “The Home 
Vegetable Garden,” “The Care of Milk,” ete. 
There are also lessons on the fly and mos- 
quito, which contain practical and helpful 
instruction on sanitation. Each of these 
practical lessons is preceded or followed by 
a selection of classical literature, in prose 
or poetry, relating to the same subject. 

The idea of preparing a series of books 
of this character was originally suggested 
to the authors by discussions at a round 
table on agriculture and related topics, held 
under the auspices of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, at a conference for 
education in the south at Little Rock, Ark. 
A number. of distinguished men, including 
(sifford Pinchot, Harvie Jordan and others, 
participated in these discussions. As you 
will observe, a distinguished Georgian of 
distinguished family, Lawton B. Evans, of 
Augusta, is one of the authors of these 
readers. 

These books were adopted by the state 
text book commission of Alabama for use in 
the publie schools of that state from sam- 
ple made from galley proof before the plates 
were made, and so far Alabama is the only 
state in which these books have been of- 
fered for adoption. 

I am also inclosing letters from O. H. 
Benson, of the United States department of 
agriculture, who has charge of the Boys’ 
and Girls’ Corn club work in the United 
States, under the auspices of the depart- 
ment, and who had earned a nation-wide 
reputation as superintendent of the rural 
schools in the west before he was appointed 
to his present position; also a letter from 
W. K. Tate, of South Carolina, who also has 
a nation-wide reputation for his work in 
rural education in the south; a letter like- 
wise from Dr. E. T. Fairchild, former state 
superintendent of Kansas, and recently 
president of the National Education asso- 
ciation. Mr. Fairchild has been one of the 
leaders for years in advocating more prac- 
tical education, especially in the rural 
schools. 

I hope you may be interested in these 
books and that you may be impressed fa- 
fori r with our efforts.

Judge Walker’s Example of 
Landlord and Tenant Relation 


Editor Constitution: In building up our 
system of tenant farming, there has been 
almost a total disregard for the first prin- 
ciples of a successful tenant farming, name- 
ly, that whatever is to the best interest of 
the landlord is to the best interest of the 
tenant, and whatever is to the best interest 
of the tenant is to the best interest of the 
landlord; for the lack of proper regard and 
co-operation in this respect both landlord 
and tenant are _ suffering. But our farm 
lands are suffering still more than either 
the landlord or tenant. 

The landlord has proceeded upon the 
basis that an illiterate and unskilled farm 
hand is’ good enough for agricultural pur- 
poses and that public money spent in trying 
to improve such labor is wasted. Hence. 
he has been satisfied to get his rent and 
a certain per cent upon the supplies ad- 
vanced to the tenant. The idea of trying 
to teach and coach the tenant into diversi- 
fying his crops, educating his children and 
taking a general interest in building up the 
community has not had much attention. 

On the other hand, the tenant has been 
trying to get all out of the soil he could 
without putting anything into it, and doing 
just as little as he possibly could in order 
to get by. 

There are few southern landlords who 
are rendering valuable service in demon- 
Strating what a permanent system of tenant 
farming should accomplish. The best ex- 
ample of the proper relations which should 
exist between the landlord and his renter 
is exemplified in the case of Judge R. W. 
Walker and his tenant, Reuben Jordan. 
Judge Walker is on the bench of the Ala- 
bama court of appeals. Reuben Jordan has 
been renting from Judge Walker for sev - 
enteen years and the land has actually been 
improved each year, the farm well diversi- 
tied, the seven head of horses and mules 
used on the farm were raised there, fifteen 
acres of alfalfa are growing, twenty acres 
in corn and twenty acres in cotton which 
will average more than a bale to the acre: 
and a good system of rotation is being prac- 
ticed. 

When you study the conditions, you can 
at once see the tacit influence of Judge 
Walker upon that farm. Yet the relations 
are so confidential that you are reminded 
at once of partners in business rather than 
landlord and tenant. Reuben is one of the 
best farmers in Madison county. He won the 
first prize of $100 last year for growing 
the highest number of pounds of seed cot- 
ton on two acres. This year he is in the 
contest for the prizes offered upon twelve 
acres of cotton. His cotton shows that it 
has had the proper care and attention. 

A few days ago I was on his farm, near 
Huntsville, Ala., and I chanced to meet the 
judge and Mrs. Walker there. In comment- 
ing upon the relation which existed between 
Reuben and the judge, Mrs. Walker, in her 
course of conversation said: “It is more 
than landlord and tenant; it is the relation 
between friend and friend, and I always 
think of it in that way.” This statement has 
impressed me very deeply and it has ac- 
tuated the writing of this article. I have 
thought ‘often of this statement and wish 
its sentiment could be made to permeate the 
whole tenant system of the south.

LEAD THE ROAD WORKERS 


Majors and Hays Do Some Plain 
and Fancy Shoveling on 
Arkansas Highways. 


Little Rock, Ark., September 23.—- 
Business was forgotten in Arkansas 
today while the people worked the 
roads. It was the first of two “good 
roads” days proclamed by Governor 
George W. Hays and it was a success. 
Everywhere citizens wielded the shov- 
el and pick and the banker put in as 
long hours and worked just as hard 
at the hired laborers. As a result. 
hundreds of miles of state’s highways 
are in better shape tonight than ever 
before. Tomorrow will be a repe- 
tition of today.

Effect of Weather on Wireless. 


School Curriculum. 


is a well known fact that the 
range of a long-distance wire- 
less station is often several times as 
long as the day range. It is also @ 
matter of very common experience that 
the day range and the night range are 
both subject to wide variations from 
day to day or night to night. Tests 
have recently been made which seem 
to show that wireless messages can 
be transmitted over long distances in 
cloudy and damp weather, owing to 
atmospheric absorption. 

It is the opinion of the Electrical 
World that there must bea-vast quan- 
tity of data on hand bearing on this 
problem, as every operator must have 
noticed some connection between trans- 
missivity and weather conditions, but 
the data are scattered and not easily 
available. No serious attempt has been 
made to correlate the transmissivity 
over long distances with the weather 
conditions «prevailing in ‘the region 
traversed by the waves. 

With the collection and correlation 
of more data on radio-transmission 
and meteroological conditions, doubt- 
less some of the vagaries of wireless 
experimentation will be arranged f 
and might even be put to Pret 
use by weather bureaus, Pies
